$25 million in fiscal year 2009.

Funds provided through the ARRA are intended to be obligated quickly; therefore, State
agencies should begin identifying food and administrative needs immediately. We will be
in touch with you shortly with more information about the ARRA and the availability of
food and related distribution costs for TEFAP.”

NH will receive reimbursement for 80% of new costs due to 2009 and 2010 caseload
increases. We are unable to determine how much we might receive. NH can show a
modest increase in the 1st quarter of ‘09 but only if solely state funded programs are
included in the calculation. It is unclear whether we will have caseload increases in other
quarters; the amount of money we can draw down is unclear. However, any extra money
would already be being spent on assistance to this caseload increase. Federal guidance
has not yet been issued.
